Licenses 
focus of 
bylaw

The discussion of the 
proposed Marijuana Bylaw

The bylaw as writ- 
ten would allow licenses 
equal to 20% of the number 
of liquor licenses in town, 
which is five. This means 
there would be one license 
for a marijuana retail estab- 
lishment. 

“It'd be the same thing 
as having one liquor license 
in town,” resident Cai 
Walkowiak said. “Are you 
going to give that to Corner’s 
or are you going to give that 
to Liston’s? There’s a differ- 
ence in services offered.” 

“What if someone else 
wanted to apply, could we do 
a waiver to allow it to round 
up?” said Planning Board 
Chairman Amy Wang.

‘R’ is gone,’ Dazelle said. “Right now, 
we've brought it down for a sticker. It’s 
passed inspection.” 

The importance for the pickup in 
the department’s plow plans for winter 
snowstorms is vital. It handles the small 
roads of the downtown area, which are 
difficult for the larger trucks to maneu- 
ver, aS well as going up the dirt roads 
and steeper hills to lay down sand and 
make slick surfaces more traversable 
for the larger trucks following behind to 
clear them. Outside of plowing, it also is 
useful for fire accident scenes. 

“Tt’s just a piece of equipment that is 
very well used,” Dazelle said. 

The final bill is estimated to be 
around $9,000 for the repairs, plus 
Dazelle is searching for a contractor to 
drive the truck this winter. Regardless of 
this cost, Dazelle said it will be cheaper 
than if thee town had to contract a driver 
and truck for the winter — if they could 
find one. An RFP looking for a contract- 
ed truck while repairs were underway 
did not get any responses.

“Even with spending the nine grand, 
if we went out to hire in a truck for 
$108 with a plow and sander, you get 
a 200-year storm, that would’ve been 
20 grand,” Dazelle said. “We’re saving 
some money by just having a driver in 
our truck, providing it holds through 
maintenance that’s what I’m hoping.” 

Dazelle hopes the truck will hold up 
and make it through the winter. Then, the 
department will look to get the support 
of the town at annual Town Meeting for 
a replacement. The truck is from 2009, 
which puts it in the middle of the aver- 
age 10 to 12-year replacement schedule 
for highway vehicles. 

“As far as I know. I’ve been try- 
ing to get it replaced for the past three 
years,” Dazelle said. “Moneywise and 
everything, the Selectboard and Finance 
[Committee] try the best they can to get 
everyone a piece of the pie.” 

The truck driver position is current- 
ly being advertised and Administrative 
Secretary Jennifer Peloquin said applica- 
tions are due by Nov. 20. 
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Board hears concerns over Covid cases, perc test

BLANDFORD — Board of Health 
member Jennifer Girard provided addi- 
tional information and guidelines since 
the town has become a designated high- 
risk community with eight or more cases 
daily. The town now has a cumulative 
total of 12 COVID-19 cases. 

The playground must be closed, 
access to town hall offices is very limited, 
family gatherings inside should be limited 
to 10 people, while outdoor gatherings are 
limited to no more than 25. 

There will be signs at the playground 
indicating closure and the gates to Watson 
Park will be closed. A stay at home order 
goes into effect from 9:30 p.m. to 5 a.m. 
on Friday, Nov.6. 

Safety is the greatest concern. 

Last Monday, Oct. 26, Steve Hart 
of Chester Road brought his concerns 
regarding the water line and a recent perc 


test performed on land which is the site 
for the new town Highway Garage across 
the street from his home. 

The 500 feet of water line was 
replaced, and there is still 350 feet of less- 
er diameter that needs to be replaced as 
well. There is not enough volume or pres- 
sure to supply everyone there, according 
to Hart. 

If the town does move forward with 
the highway garage, Hart said it was not 
a “good” perc test. “It was not done in 
virgin soil,’ and he was able to provide a 
video to document his point. Hart said the 
test was done in soil that had been brought 
in as fill and it should have been at least a 
six foot hole rather than three so the test 
was actually performed in the original soil 
local to the area. 

“Unless that test was done at seven or 
eight feet, it’s not a good test,’ said Hart. 

Hart provided the board this week 
with the Massachusetts General Law 


Town considering community 
development, financial goals

BLANDFORD — Last Monday, 
Oct. 26, Town Administrator Joshua A. 
Garcia gave a presentation for Community 
Development Objectives, Planning for 
Financial Security & Improved Quality 
of Life. This plan includes three bench- 
marks for the next three years which are 
Grow Tax Base by 10%; since fiscal 2018, 
total valuations has already grown 2.1%; 
add/expand revenue generating sources 
to town and reduce tax rate to $16 per 
thousand or below, which is currently at 
$17.76. 

He elaborated his plan with ways to 
promote business growth with new oppor- 
tunities and promoting local attractions. 
He proposed promoting residential devel- 
opment with second homes, attracting new 
families and having affordable housing. 

In other business, the board accept- 
ed and signed a memo of understand- 
ing between the town and the Gateway 
Regional School District in case the school 
has to evacuate, students would be relo- 
cated at the Blandford Town Offices until 
picked up by parents. 


The board appointed Stephanie 
Chaffee to serve on the Planning Board 
until the next annual town election in 
May. She holds a Bachelor’s Degree in 
Elementary Education from Westfield 
State University. 

The board voted to approve a con- 
tract with Franklin Regional Council of 
Governments for $2,000 to help the town 
hire a project manager for the construction 
of a new highway garage as discussed at 
last week’s meeting. 

The board also accepted the Personnel 
Policies and Procedures Manual, signed 
off on the Cannabis Control Commission 
stating that Belle Fleur Holdings LLC is in 
compliance with the town’s bylaws. 

In the 90-day review of Theresa 
Donovan’s position as Animal Control 
Officer, it was determined that her efforts 
have “exceeded expectations”. She asked 
for assistance from the board in having 
dog license information from the Town 
Clerk’s office in a timelier manner; under- 
standing that circumstances this year 1ni- 
tiated a delay in the obtaining of licenses. 
She also submitted proposed changes in 
bylaws to the board. 


BOH statement regarding COVID-19 


BLANDFORD — On Oct. 29, the 
town became a high risk COVID-19 
community. This means that over the past 
two weeks, residents have tested positive 
for COVID-19 at an average daily rate of 
eight or more per 100,000. 

As a high-risk community, the town 
returns to Phase III, Step I. Blandford 
will remain a high-risk community until 
it has three consecutive weeks of lower 
risk reporting. 

The Town of Blandford Board of 
Health has adapted the following infor- 
mational guidelines to help residents 
reduce the risk of COVID-19. These 
guidelines are based on information pro- 
vided by the Center for Disease Control, 
the Division of Local Services and other 
public officials. 

The Board of Health asks that all 
residents of Blandford are serious in try- 
ing to follow the informational guide- 
lines diligently so the town can quickly 
return to a healthy community. COVID- 
19 is everyone’s responsibility. 

Common symptoms include fever, 
dry cough, tiredness. Less common 
symptoms include aches and pains, sore 
throat, diarrhea, conjunctivitis, headache, 
loss of taste or smell, a rash on skin, or 
discoloration of fingers or toes. Serious 
symptoms are difficulty breathing or 
shortness of breath, chest pain or pres- 
sure, or loss of speech or movement. 


If someone travels in an area with 
high number of COVID-19 cases, they 
are asked to follow the 

CDC guidelines. They will need to 
quarantine for the required 14 days or 
have a negative 

test result. 

If someone has been in close con- 
tact with someone infected by COVID- 
19, with a high chance of being infected 
themselves, stay home and do not come 
into physical contact with anyone. 


Common Cold, 

Influenza (Flu) and COVID-19 

The Common Cold is a viral infec- 
tion that affects the upper respiratory 
tract (nose and throat). 

It’s generally not considered serious, 
and most people recover within a week 
or two. A cold can be contagious from a 
few days before you start showing symp- 
toms until you fully recover. 

There are over 100 viruses that can 
cause the common cold. The weather 
itself cannot cause the common cold. 

Influenza (Flu) is a contagious respi- 
ratory illness caused by influenza virus- 
es. It can cause mild to severe illness and 
most people recover within five to seven 
days. The flu can be contagious from 
one day before symptoms develop up to

Selectboard member Thomas Ackley, 
who by nature of his own contracting 
business is knowledgeable about septic 
installations, said the witness should have 
recognized that the area for the test was 
not good 

Hart also told the board that he didn’t 
want the town to spend money on a leach 
field that will fail. 

“I hope you guys investigate,” said 
Hart. 

Monday evening, Nov. 5, Highway 
Superintendent Rene Senecal told the 
board that he found no reason “to contest” 
the perc test. He said there were several 
holes dug at different depths and he was 
impressed with the thoroughness of the 
testing process. 

Board member Thomas Ackley said, 
“At this point, to appease everybody, we 
should talk with DEP...call, speak with 


someone who has something to do with 
perc test...and see where we go from 
there.” 

Town Administrator Joshua A. Garcia 
told the board the books for 2019 are 
closed and estimated free cash in excess 
of $567,000 in free cash with an addition- 
al $170,000 in reimbursements to come. 
Board member Eric McVey suggested 
paving the Historical Society’s driveway 
and the driveway at The White Church. 

A discussion of town priorities for 
next year, the Highway Garage and Fire 
Station top the list and Garcia suggested 
the projects be combined. 

The town signed off on the Green 
Communities report for the town to sub- 
mit to the state Department of Energy 
Resource. 

The board voted to meet bi-week- 
ly until the town is out of the high risk 
COVID-19 category. They will not meet 
next Monday, Nov. 12.

I think back to when 
I was a young adult and a mother 
from town tied yellow ribbons all 
over Ware to support her son who 
was serving overseas. I also remem- 
ber the fad of those little yellow 
magnetic ribbons that folks put on 
their bumper as a show of solidari- 
ty. Did you ever wonder where “tie a yellow 
ribbon” came from? Read on to learn a bit of 
trivia about an iconic song and an iconic tree. 

We’ve all heard the 70s song, sung by 
Tony Orlando and Dawn that popularized the 
yellow ribbon and made it the folk symbol that 
it is today. Legend has it that the inspiration 
for the song did come from a convict, released 
from prison and on a long bus ride home. His 
wife was instructed to tie a yellow ribbon 
around the oak tree in the center of town if she 
wished to give him a second chance. If he saw 
it then he knew to get off the bus. Reportedly 
the tree was covered in yellow ribbons! 

In 1981, eight years after the song’s initial 
release, it rose in popularity once again. The 
yellow ribbon became a symbol of loyalty and 
patriotism for the 52 American hostages being 
held in Iraq. “If you still want me, whoa, tie a 
yellow ribbon ‘round the ole oak tree.” 

I thought it fitting that the oak tree was 
chosen to bear such an important symbol of 
our culture. It is a tall, stately tree and its 
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“look at me!” like other trees do. 
It simply waits for the hoopla put 
on by the maples to pass, and then 
it delights us with a subtle beauty 
that is equally appealing. 

Here are some oak tree statis- 
tics: There are some 450 species 
of oak. Some of them are ever- 
green, holding onto their leaves 
throughout the winter months. These oaks 
are located in the more southern, warmer 
regions of our country. Even though our oaks 
are deciduous, it takes a long time for them 
to completely defoliate. Sometimes it is the 
next season’s emerging leaves that finally push 
the old ones off. This year it took an October 
snowfall. 

Did you know that oaks get struck by 
lightning more than any other tree? This is 
likely due to their height, some topping over 
80 feet at maturity. 

The oak is a member of the beech or 
Fagaceae family. One unique feature that the 
oak has and other members of the family do 
not is that its nut is carried in a cap. The nut 
and cap together are called an acorn. Acorns 
are a valuable food source for wildlife. Wild 
turkey, deer, larger songbirds and squirrels 
among others depend on the nut for surviv- 
ing the winter. One way to tell the difference 
between species of oak tree is by their acorns. 
Examine how they wear their “cap.” The cap 


of the white oak is about one-quarter the size 
of the oblong shaped nut. The red oak, on the 
other hand, has a squatty, saucer-like cap cov- 
ering a more globose shaped nut. 

Most oaks tolerate transplanting the best 
when they are young and small in size. The 
pin oak is one exception; its shallow, fibrous 
root system allows it to be transplanted as a 
larger specimen. For this reason, the pin oak 
is widely used for home landscaping. It is 
also highly sought after because of its unique, 
pyramidal shape: the lowest branches are pen- 
dulous, the middle are horizontal and the top 
are upright. 

Did you know that cork is harvested from 
the bark of a species of oak tree? Yes, the cork 
oak grows in Spain, Portugal and parts of 
Northern Africa. 

The oak tree can grow to be very old. 
At the writing of my reference book back 
in 1983, there was a 400-year-old white oak 
growing in Maryland by the name of the Wye 
Oak. It topped off at 95 feet tall, 165 feet wide 
and eight feet in diameter. 

This Veteran’s Day, why not tie a yel- 
low ribbon ‘round your oak tree or better yet, 
thank a veteran for his or her service.

as it the crooked walking 
stick carried by an old hare 
with glasses that made Uncle 


Wiggily so appealing? For those of you 
who don’t know Uncle Wiggily, it was 
a board game kids loved to play when 
the weather forced them inside. Between 
early snowstorms and COVID-19, many 
of us are scraping the barrel for enter- 
tainment ideas. Look no further, board 
games here to the rescue! How about a 
peek at the history of board games? 

Uncle Wiggily came out in 1916 and 
was based on a popular series of chil- 
dren’s books by Howard Roger Garis. 
The Milton Bradley Company made this 
game right here in Springfield, MA. The 
company’s first blockbuster game how- 
ever was The Checkered Game of Life 
produced in 1860. The goal was to keep 
to a path of honor and bravery and avoid 
disgrace and ruin as you moved your 
player around the board game to reach 
happy old age. What a reward, huh? 
Some 45,000 copies of this game sold 
the first year it came out. The game has 
evolved over the years and is still sold 
as The Game of Life. Milton Bradley 
(1836-1911) was a bit of a genius when 
it came to games. 

Milton Bradley trained as a drafts- 
man. He moved to Springfield at the 
age of 19 to work designing locomo- 
tive railroad cars for the Wason Car 
Manufacturing Co. He was given a litho- 
graph of a lavish train car that he helped 
design for the ruler of Egypt. He was so 
impressed with the picture that he went 
into the lithography business. His imag- 
es of a beardless Abe Lincoln, running 
for President, kept him in the money. 
He conceived of the Checkered Game 
of Life while playing a game with his 
best friend. He test piloted the game in 
New York City and it sold out immedi- 
ately. He ramped up production back 
in Springfield, where he observed how 
Civil War soldiers were bored waiting 
for assignments. Bradley produced small 
travel sized games of Chess, Checkers, 
Dominoes and even his Checkered Game 
of Life. He sold the games for $1 each 
to soldiers and charitable organizations 
jumped in to buy large quantities to dis- 
tribute. Easy money! 

Hearing a lecture about the kin- 
dergarten movement in 1869, Milton 
Bradley was converted to the cause. The 
concept was that creative play educated 
children and fostered healthy develop- 
ment. This was an entirely new change 
from the regimented teaching common at 
the time. Milton Bradley had two daugh- 
ters that he and his wife educated under 
this philosophy. He went on to devote 
his time to promoting the kindergarten 
movement both personally and through 
his company. He manufactured colored 
paper, paints and geometric blocks for 
teaching purposes. He introduced the pri-

mary colors that became the standard for 
children’s art supplies. Who can forget 
the thrill of being given their first box of 
fat Milton Bradley crayons in school? 

During the 1870s Milton Bradley 
had wooden croquet sets manufactured, 
because they were all the rage in game 
playing. He is credited with standardiz- 
ing the rules for the game, and every set 
sold included a copy of his rules. The 
1880s saw jigsaw puzzles popularized 
and Milton Bradley manufactured those 
in addition to his board games. 

Milton Bradley was replaced as 
President of the company when he got 
a little too liberal giving free supplies 
to kindergarten schools. Investors com- 
plained and his close friend stepped in 
to buy out the irate investors. Milton 
Bradley was allowed to pursue his kin- 
dergarten concepts, while his friend pre- 
sided over the game board business. By 
1920, one third of Milton Bradley busi- 
ness was in making colored wax crayons 
for children, so the kindergarten theme 
paid off. It was the biggest manufac- 
turer of board games. It bought out the 
McLoughlin Brothers Co. in 1920, a 
major games maker since 1850 in New 
York City. Parker Brothers was Milton 
Bradley’s closest competitor, located in 
Salem, MA. It was started by George 
S. Parker in 1883, who made parlor 
games aimed for adults. They capital- 
ized on Ping Pong in 1902 and the card 
games of Pit in 1904 and Rook in 1906. 
However, it was the game of Monopoly 
that brought it the most success. It 
became a worldwide best seller in 1935. 
Wonder why it was a hit to people com- 
ing out of the Depression? Where else 
could you buy property and make mil- 
lions instantly, but in a fantasy-come-true 
board game! It must have been the tim- 
ing because Milton Bradley’s similar 
game, Easy Money, released years earli- 
er, never reached that degree of popular- 
ity. A few other popular Parker Brothers

games you will recognize are Boggle, 
Mille Bournes, Ouija, Risk, Sorry and 
Clue. Parker Brothers was bought out by 
Hasbro, Inc. in 1991, after 108 years in 
business in Salem. 

Another rival was Selchow and 
Righter, a game maker who owned the 
rights to Parcheesi and Scrabble. This 
company did not design these games, 
but owned the copyright to make them. 
Scrabble is considered the most popular 
word game in history, so needless to say 
it made serious money for the company. 
It later sold Trivial Pursuit, (1980 game) 
another blockbuster board game that 
enriched the company. It had been in the 
game business for 119 years before being 
sold in 1986 to Coleco Company. 

Meanwhile Milton Bradley contin- 
ued to flourish in its five factory build- 
ings in Springfield. It was making some 
410 games and making money. During 
WWII the company diversified to make 
a universal joint, designed by Milton 
Bradley President James Shea, that was 
used on fighter planes. The woodwork- 
ing shop of Milton Bradley went into 
the production of gunstock barrels, both 
endeavors earning large US Army con- 
tracts. They stayed true to their gaming 
roots with production of Milton Bradley 
game kits for soldiers, selling two mil- 
lion kits. 

Other Milton Bradley games that 
came out after the war were Axis and 
Allies, Candyland, Cootie, Barrel of 
Monkeys, Mouse Trap, Rack O, Yahtzee, 
Connect Four, Battleship, Scattergories, 
Hungry Hippos and Jenga and more. 

The number of games was reduced 
to some 150 in a belt tightening effort. 
The game of Concentration saved the 
board game business from the demise 
predicted by the advent of television 
in 1959. It was a copy of the TV game 
show. It sold very well right up to 1982, 
this was after the TV show was discon-

tinued in 1973. Ditto the MB game of 
Jeopardy. The game of Twister became 
an instant success in 1960 after Johnny 
Carson played the game with Eva Gabor 
on his late-night talk, a la up close and 
personal show! The electronic game of 
Simon was released in 1978 and it was a 
hit, although MB was ultimately unable 
to successfully break into electronic 
games. 

Milton Bradley was bought out by 
Hasbro, Inc. in 1984, ending 124 years 
of family ownership. Many of its original 
games continue to be made and played. 
Many games are reissued after updat- 
ing the themes involved. The game of 
Monopoly was released in a House Rules 
Edition in 2014 after learning that 68% 
of players had never read the rules and 
50% made up the rules. This new edition 
incorporated popular made up rules like 
no paying rent while in jail. 

Board games have evolved to stay 
relevant. Belly laughs enrich the game of 
Life! So, play on, my friend play on.

There are 
two main types of influenza (flu) virus- 
es — A and B. Influenza A can be found 
in humans, birds and pigs; B is typically 
only found in humans. The weather itself 
cannot cause the flu. 

COVID-19 is a contagious respira- 
tory illness caused by an infection with 
a new coronavirus SARS-CoV-2. It can 
cause mild to severe illness and most 
people recover within 14 days. 

Symptoms develop five days after 
being infected, but symptoms can 
appear as early as two days after infec- 


tion or as late as 14 days after infection 
and the time range can vary. COVID-19 
is contagious about two days before 
experiencing signs or symptoms and 
remain contagious for at least 10 days 
after signs or symptoms first appear. 
If someone is asymptomatic — free of 
symptoms — or symptoms go away, it 
is possible to remain contagious for at 
least 10 days after testing positive for 
COVID-19. 

People experiencing a Common 
Cold should stay home if they have 
signs of cough, sneezing, fever or feel 


poorly, wear face mask, stay six feet 
social distance, use hand sanitizer and 
wash hands frequently. 

People experiencing Influenza 
(Flu) with signs of cough, sneezing, 
fever or feel poorly should stay home 
and wear face mask, stay six feet social 
distance, use hand sanitizer and wash 
hands frequently 

Anyone with COVID-19 should 
stay home with signs of cough, sneez- 
ing, fever, gastrointestinal problems, 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea; have trav- 
eled to an outside state with 5% posi- 
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tivity rate over a seven-day rolling aver- 
age; wear face mask, keep six feet of 
social distance, use hand sanitizer, and 
wash hands frequently

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Editor’s note: Jerrilee Cain would 
like to add the following informa- 
tion about Ted Claydon to the article 
“Oldest resident honored with Golden 
Cane” (The Country Journal, Sept. 3). 

Ted Claydon’s fascination with air- 
planes began when, at 7 years of age, 
a World War I biplane made a forced 
landing in a pasture at Mlrador Estate, 
Greenwood, Virginia, where Ted lived. 
That fascination never left him so that 
when he graduated from Huntington, 
Long Island, High School, he immedi- 
ately enrolled and later graduated from 
Roosevelt School of Aviation. 

In 1941, he began his first job 
with American Airlines at La Guardia 
Airport as a mechanic. However, 
American began promoting Ted 
immediately and he soon rose to the

language recommended by the state and 
it only applies to retail; other forms of 
marijuana business such as cultivation or 
manufacturing would still be able to get 
licenses. 

“Some communities put that lan- 
guage in cause they’re ambivalent to 
marijuana in the first place,” Comia said. 
“There are some communities that are 
open, and they can remove that language 
with regards to limiting it. That’s lan- 
guage that’s suggested by the state.” 

He later noted, “You could have a 
cultivator and a retailer and another cul- 
tivator, but you could only have the one 
retailer.” 

The other factor with the license 
number is it can be amended later on if 
the town decides it wants to increase the 
number. As the application process is 
lengthy for a prospective marijuana busi- 
ness to enter the town, there would also 
be time to make any necessary amend- 
ments.
